Savein, at Mobile. It does not add much
to the amount of information previons recei-
ved, but is satisfactory in showing that the
yield of gold was steady, and though there
wiis, as o matter of course, much disappoint-
mant among dudividualy, the general result
eatisfuctory. It in entimated that the aver-
age produet of all the mines together, thus
fat, since the beginning of the season, has
been $2,000,000 per month, and there was
thought 1o be no doubt of ita continvance at
the samo rate of abundance, No change is
quoted in the prices either of gold or mer-
chundise.

The health of the population, both al the
miines and elsewhere, is generally good, and
neither cholera nor any other eerious malady
is reported as having made its appearance.
